GATACRE AWAITS AID.

Will Retreat to Queenstown, as
He Cannot Proceed North.

HIS OOMMAND IN A TIGHT PLAOL

Invaslon of Fres State Territory In De-
Inyed - Reinforcoments For Him Cannot
Arrive Vor Reveranl Weeks—Number of
Brittah Caplored To 078,

Loxpoxn, Deo. 12.—No farther news
has been received to remove the mys-
tery overhanging General Gatacrae's re-
treat from Stormberg., Hoe has not yet
forwarded the promised additional mes-
sage and the censorship has prevented
the correspondents from explaining the
matter.  Stormberg is described as o
stronger position that Laing's Nek.
The only road leads throngh lofty hills
and flanking is impossible.  Colesburg
is nlgo waid to be an almost impregnable
position, and as no troops are availabloe
to reinforee the columus acting in thosoe
directions, it becomes evident that Gen-
erpl Gutacre's misfortune or error will
delay the invasion of the TFree State
perhaps some weeks, Tt is excoodingly
probable that he will be compelled to
retire on Queenstown and to wait for
reinforcements, which ean hardly reach
him until Bir Charles Warren's division
arrives at the Cape. The first detach-
ments will sail Saturday next. Even if
General French is not compelled to re-
treat, ho will be obliged to pause in his
advance,

It now seems certain that the Seventh
division which is being mobilized at
Aldershot will be sent to SBonth Africa.
No news has been received concerning
the Boer report of the ¢ g re of 50
prisoners at Modder River irom Gen-
eral Methnen's column. 1t is just
two mouths since the Transvaal ulti-
matum was delivered. Nine engage-
ments have been fought and the British
have lost 566 killed, 2,207 wounded and
1,907 missing or prisoners.

The wur office hasissned a notice that
after Junuary 1, that a dedoction will
be made from the pay of soldiers serv-
ing in South Afriea for wives and chil-
dren. The order indicates a belief that
the campaign will be a long one. 1t is
announced from Cape Town that the
Boers have suceeeded in repairing the
Leenwfontein bridge, between Storm-
berg and Burghersdorp, which the Brit.
ish destroyed on retiring.

Commandant Swanepol, who com-
manded the Boer forces at Stormberg,
hns been  replaced by a Scotchman
named Robertson.

Freere Camp, Natal, Dec. 12.—The
British cavalry reconnoitered yesterday
abrenst with Colenso and  exchanged
shots with parties of Boers, who fell
back aeross the river, The kopjes were
observed to be thickly occupied by the
enemy. The railroad bridge at Colenso
has been completely destreyed. Two
stone piers were blown up last night.
The highway bridge is intant.

Boeras Capture Three Guns,

PRETORIA, Doc. 12.—The Boers cap-
tured three British guns in the engage-
ment with General Gatacre's force at
Stormberg. The sortie at Kimberley
Inst Sunday was an attempt to take the
Boer position at Kamperdam and to se-
cure the waterworks, All the British
shots fell short.

Six hundred and seventy-two British
prisoners were taken at Stormberg. In
the fighting at Modder river yesterday
General Cronje maintained his position
and captured 50 British soldiers,

Lawton Ocenples SBan Miguel,

MansirLa, Dee. 12.—General Lawton,
with the Thirty-fifth infantry and four
troops of the Fourth cavalry, has occu-
pied San Migunel without a fight, The
insurgent commander, General Del
Pilar, who made his headquarters there
with supposedly the largest force of in-
surgoents north of Maniln, is belioved to
have divided his men into seattering
bands. The inhabitants have petitioned
for a strong garrison.

Colonel Hayes with eavalry had two
brushes with the insargents, the Amer-
feans having two wounded.

Seventy insurgents attacked a com-
missary bull train returning from Capas
to Tarlac. The drivers escaped with
the loss of their rations and effects.

Cheers for Kruger In Dublin,

Dusray, Dec, 12.—Lord Mayor Daniel
Fallon presided nt & meeting of the cor-

ration called to protest against the

rausvanl war, The clerk announced
there was no quornm, but the lord
mayor insisted on making a statement,
in which he declared that the war was
a “wanton and unprovoked aggression
undertaken by Mr. Chamberlain and
capitalists ngninst a handful of farm-
ers.” He further declared that America
was opposad to this iniguitons war, The
tumult in the galleries drowned all the
spoeches.  Eventually the lord mayor
left the chair, with the gulleries cheer.
ing for President Kruger.
